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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding claims 1-7 and 
58 and the amendment to remedy the 35 USC 101 rejection of these claims is not persuasive. As previously indicated in the Final Office 
Action of 04/24/09, Examiner has indicated that according to the current practices and procedures of the Office, the addition of a general 
computer or processor to perform a step of the recited method is not sufficient to render an otherwise ineligible method claim patent 
eligible. Speaking for the "splitting" step of claim 1 , some sort of specific processor or hardware device/unit is needed to be recited as 
accomplishing this claimed step in order to be sufficient to overcome the rejection. Applicant's amendment placing the term computer 
within claim 1 is seen as solely a general purpose computer or general purpose limitation and is therefore not sufficient to overcome the 35 
USC 101 rejection. Therefore, the Examiner denies entry of such an amendment. Again, as previously indicated in the Final Office Action, 
Examiner suggests placing the language of a specific type of processor, processing unit, memory device etc. that accomplishes at least 
one of the recited steps of claim 1 and that is supported by the specification/drawings, into claim 1 . 
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
